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To  the  Old  Fletton  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1960. 

Old  Fletton  is  quite  a  prosperous  industrial  area,  situated  in  the 
north  of  the  County  of  Huntingdonshire.  The  chief  industries  are 
Engineering,  Brick  making  and  Food  Canning,  and  during  the  appro¬ 
priate  season  sugar  is  prepared  from  sugar  beet  on  a  large  scale. 

Since  the  war  the  population  has  increased  considerably, and  there 
has  been  considerable  building.  This  is  well  shown  by  referring  to  the 
Annual  Report  for  1950  which  shows  that  at  that  time  there  2403 
houses  in  the  District,  housing  a  population  of  8,058,  whereas  this  re¬ 
port  shows  there  to  be  3607  houses,  and  a  population  of  1 1.580. 

The  birth  rate  (20.2)  is  again  high,  but  the  infant  mortality  rate 
(29.9)  is  unfortunately  still  above  the  national  average.  The  crude 
death  rate  (9.1)  is  well  below  the  national  figure,  but  when  adjusted 
(1 1.7)  it  becomes  almost  identical  to  it. 

The  health  of  the  population  during  the  year  has  been  very  good, 
and  there  have  been  no  serious  epidemics.  There  were  again  no  cases 
of  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year.  There  was  an  outbreak  of  Dysentery 
(44  cases  notified)  in  the  Stanground  area  during  March  and  April, 
which  chiefly  affected  those  of  Primary  School  age.  The  children  were 
carefully  watched,  advice  given  was  readily  acted  upon,  and  the  press 
was  helpful.  After  a  while,  as  is  usual,  the  epidemic  faded  out. 

The  new  County  Council  Clinic,  which  has  now  to  have  a 
Medical  Administrative  Office  built  in  conjunction  with  it,  is  slowly 
materialising  on  the  corner  of  Peterborough  Road  and  Whittlesey  Road, 
Stanground.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  come  into  full  operation  during 
1961. 


There  can  hardly  be  a  house  in  the  District  which  has  not  bene¬ 
fited  as  a  result  of  the  coming  into  use  of  the  new  reservoir  and  pump¬ 
ing  station  at  Fletton  Spring.  This  is  further  dealt  with  in  the  Surveyor's 
report. 


The  two  Smoke  Control  Orders,  with  regard  to  houses  to  be 
built  to  the  north  side  of  Whittlesey  Road,  submilted  to  the  Minister 
during  1959,  came  into  operation  during  the  year,  and  appear  to  be 
working  smoothly.  Again,  the  surveyor  makes  further  reference  to 
them  in  his  report. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council, 
their  officers  and  staff,  and  my  professional  colleagues  in  the  District, 
for  their  kindness  and  help  during  the  year.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  3 1  st  December,  1 960. 


HOUSING. 

The  Council  decided  during  the  year  to  recommence  building 
for  both  general  and  special  needs.  Plans  for  dweliings  ranging  from 
single  bedroom  bungalows  to  four  bedroom  houses  have  been  prepared, 
and  as  sites  are  available  on  land  already  in  the  Council’s  ownership 
in  the  Stanground  area,  it  is  hoped  that  work  on  these  dwellings  will 
commence  during  1961. 

The  Council’s  housing  waiting  list  remained  almost  static  during 
the  year,  and  it  is  evident  that  a  considerable  number  of  persons  who 
might  otherwise  have  applied  for  a  Council  house  have  purchased  one 
of  the  privately  constructed  houses  being  erected  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  9  houses  were  made  the  subject  of  either 
Demolition  or  Clearance  Orders,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  alternative 
housing  accommodation  was  found  for  the  occupants  by  the  Council. 

I  mentioned  last  year  that  one  of  the  Council’s  pre-war  non¬ 
parlour  type  houses  was  being  altered  by  the  re-arrangement  of  existing 
accommodation  so  as  to  provide  completely  separate  scullery  and 
Bathroom  with  W.C.  This  alteration,  which  received  the  approval  of 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  was  then  offered  to 
all  other  tenants  of  this  type  of  house,  at  an  increased  cost  to  them  of 
3/8d.  per  week  on  the  rent.  The  response  was  such  that  over  200  ten¬ 
ants  have  now  asked  for  this  work  to  be  carried  out  and  three  Con¬ 
tractors  are  engaged  continuously.  The  cost  per  dwelling  is  running 
very  close  to  that  originally  estimated.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


Work  on  the  laying  of  water  mains  and  the  erection  of  a  pump¬ 
ing  station  and  reservoir  at  Fletton  Spring  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  the  installation  was  officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council  on  the  13th  July. 

The  results  of  the  scheme  have  in  the  main  been  what  was  hoped 
for,  i.e.,  greatly  improved  pressure  in  the  Fletton  and  Woodston  areas, 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  satisfactory  pressure  in  the  Sianground 
area  in  face  of  an  ever  increasing  number  of  consumers. 

The  scheme,  as  you  will  be  aware,  was  carried  out  in  conjunction 
with  the  Norman  Cross  Rural  District  Council,  whose  water  supply 
position  was  much  more  serious  than  ours,  and  I  am  informed  that 
now  they  have  the  sole  use  of  the  existing  8"  main  to  Farcet,  their 
supply  position  has  improved  very  considerably, 

The  increase  in  pressure  has,  of  course,  brought  some  attendant 
troubles  in  the  form  of  a  rather  higher  number  of  bursts.  These  have 
all  been  dealt  with  by  the  department  without  causing  any  major  incon¬ 
venience  to  the  consumers. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  pumping  station  con¬ 
trol  panel  which  has  resulted  in  the  automatic  change  over  of  pumps 
to  meet  varying  loads  not  functioning  as  desired.  The  suppliers  of 
this  equipment  have  at  our  request  made  a  number  of  attempts  to  trace 
the  cause  of  this  defect,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  not  been  suc¬ 
cessful.  Investigation  is  still  proceeding,  however,  and  will  do  so  un¬ 
til  the  defect  is  traced. 

The  Bacteriological  purity  of  the  supply  remains  satisfactory, 
routine  sampling  being  carried  out  by  the  bulk  supplying  authority. 
Four  samples  were  taken  by  us  at  different  points  during  the  year  and 
all  were  satisfactory.  Of  the  3,607  houses  within  the  District  not 
more  than  15  are  supplied  from  standpipes,  all  the  remainder  having 
an  internal  piped  supply. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the  Consultant 
Engineers’  report  on  future  requirements  for  sewage  disposal  works 
and  sewers  (see  previous  reports  on  inadequacy  of  portions  of  the  dis¬ 
posal  works  and  main  sewers).  It  was  felt  that  in  spite  of  the  difficulties 
of  long  range  forecasting,  the  Council  should  know  what  the  sum  total 
of  all  necessary  works  was  likely  to  be  over  a  longer  period  of  time 
than  the  report  covered,  and  accordingly  an  extended  report  was  asked 
for.  A  decision  was  made  on  the  priority  to  be  accorded  to  separate 
sections  of  the  work. 

In  the  absence  of  other  points  of  disposal  for  dried  sludge,  this 
is  now  being  tipped  in  old  shallow  gravel  workings  on  land  in  the 
Council’s  ownership  between  the  Disposal  works  and  the  Pumping 
Station. 
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A  number  of  houses  on  the  Whittlesey  Road  which  were  form¬ 
erly  connected  to  soakaways  have  now  taken  advantage  of  the  new 
sewer  and  pumping  station  serving  this  road,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
remainder  will  see  that  on  grounds  of  health  interest  alone  conversion 
to  main  drainage  is  essential. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  staff  employed  on  this  work  has  remained  steady  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  as  a  result  is  has  been  possible,  except  at  holiday 
times,  to  maintain  collection  on  a  seven  to  eight  day  basis. 

The  bodywork  of  the  older  of  your  two  vehicles  was  completely 
overhauled  at  the  Manufacturer’s  works  during  the  year,  a  replacement 
being  hired  from  the  firm  during  the  period  involved. 

Income  from  salvaged  waste  paper  rose  slightly  during  the  year, 
and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  disposing  of  all  paper  recovered. 
A  bonus  scheme  related  to  the  amount  of  overtime  worked  by  balers 
was  operated  and  formed  an  appreciable  addition  to  the  income  of 
those  persons  involved. 

STREET  SWEEPING. 

I  reported  that  difficulty  had  been  encountered  during  last  year 
in  retaining  a  suitable  driver  for  the  mechanical  road  sweeper.  This 
has  now  been  overcome  and  improved  results  both  in  maintenance  of 
the  machine  and  its  performance,  have  followed  as  a  result.  Mainten¬ 
ance  on  this  class  of  vehicle  tends  to  be  high,  working  as  it  does  in  an 
atmosphere  full  of  dust  and  grit,  and  in  order  to  ensure  that  nothing 
was  being  overlooked,  the  Council  agreed  to  a  quarterly  visit  being 
made  by  the  Manufacturer’s  representative,  who  gives  an  independent 
report  on  the  machine’s  condition  to  me.  This  has  confirmed  that 
routine  maintenance  is  being  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

As  a  result  of  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958, 
and  the  Regulations  made  thereunder,  one  of  the  two  slaughterhouses 
in  this  district  decided  to  discontinue  slaughtering  completely.  The 
owner  of  the  other  discontinued  slaughtering  in  June  in  order  to  carry 
out  certain  structural  alterations,  but  these  had  not  progressed  very  far 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  would  seem  likely  that  slaughtering  here 
too  will  be  discontinued. 

The  Council  took  proceedings  against  a  Bakery  firm  during  the 
year  following  a  complaint  of  tobacco  being  found  in  a  loaf.  A  fine  of 
£15.0.0  plus  £5.0.0  costs  was  imposed  by  the  Magistrates.

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TENTS,  CARAVANS  AND  SHEDS. 

The  Caravan  Act  1960  has  not  materially  altered  the  position  in 
this  district  so  far  as  the  mobile  dwelling  is  concerned.  Single  caravans 
have,  in  general,  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Authority,  and  due  to 
the  clauses  of  the  Act  exempting  travelling  showmen,  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  clear  existing  sites  over  a  whole  year.  The  Council  feel 
that  this  exemption  is  an  anomaly,  and  it  is  certain  that  members  of 
the  public  can  see  no  reason  why  different  requirements  should  apply 
to  similar  dwellings  merely  because  of  the  occupation  the  van  dweller 
follows. 

Legal  action  has  not  yet  been  taken  by  the  River  Board  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  presence  of  house-boats  on  the  Back  River,  and  the 
results  of  such  proceedings  must  be  awaited  before  any  decision  on  in¬ 
dividual  housing  circumstances  can  be  made  by  the  Council. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Two  Smoke  Control  Orders  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Local  Government  during  the  last  year  have  now,  following  a 
Public  Inquiry  held  on  the  16th  December  1959,  been  approved,  and 
came  into  operation  during  this  year.  This  preceded  house  completion 
on  the  areas  of  land  involved,  and  accordingly  the  question  of  con¬ 
version  with  the  attendant  work  of  inspection  was  averted. 

No  cases  of  persons  using  smoke  producing  fuels  in  these  areas 
have  been  found,  and  1  have  had  no  reports  of  difficulties  in  the  supply 
of  smokeless  fuels.  Complaints  will  arise,  however,  from  occupiers  of 
new  houses  unless  developers  adopt  a  much  higher  standard  in  the 
provision  of  storage  space  for  solid  fuel.  All  the  smokeless  fuels  are 
far  bulkier  than  bituminous  coal  and  therefore  require,  weight  for 
weight,  increased  storage  space.  Whereas  a  builder  formerly  erected 
or  constructed  a  large  coal  store  as  part  of  every  dwelling,  this  is  now 
often  being  omitted,  and  a  small  pre-cast  concrete  bunker  of  completely 
inadequate  size  is  being  substituted.  After  representation  to  developers, 
the  size  of  this  has  been  increased  slightly,  but  they  are  still  in  my 
opinion  inadequate.  Unfortunately,  provision  of  a  store  of  adequate 
size  is  not  a  requirement  of  the  Building  Byelaws,  and  as  a  result 
difficulty  will  be  experienced  by  occupiers  of  new  dwellings  being  unable 
to  store  adequate  quantities  of  smokeless  fuel  and,  incidentally,  thus  to 
obtain  the  benefit  of  summer  prices. 

The  Council  have  made  clear  that  they  intend  to  extend  Smoke 
Control  Orders  to  all  areas  scheduled  for  housing  development,  as  and 
when  planning  consent  is  given,  and  this  certainly  forms  the  quickest 
and  most  convenient  way  of  extending  the  smoke  free  area  of  the 
District. 

Extension  of  such  Orders  to  existing  development  is,  however 
vastly  more  demanding  in  time,  and  it  will  prove  difficult  for  your 
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present  staff  to  fit  in  this  very  large  programme  as  an  addition  to  their 
existing  work.  However,  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  make  a  start 
during  the  coming  year. 

Two  prior  notifications  of  new  furnaces  installed  were  made 
during  the  year,  and  the  proposals  concerned  were  agreed  to. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  is  one  private  swimming  bath  operated  by  the  London 
Brick  Co.  The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Council’s  mains  and  is 
thereafter  filtered  and  chlorinated,  there  being  a  whole  time  attendant.
